1. MOROCCAN FOREIGN MINISTER LARAKI TOLD AMBASSADORS MOYNIHAN 
AND BENNETT OCTOBER 15 THAT MOROCCO WOULD ABSTAIN ON QUESTION 
OF PRIORITY. HE ADDED THAT MOROCCO WOULD DO SO IN ORDER TO KEEP 
IN STEP WITH THIRD WORLD SOLIDARITY AND TO RETAIN THE 

SUPPORT OF THOSE THIRD WORLD MEMBERS BACKING THE "HOSTILE" 
RESOLUTION WHO BACK MOROCCO ON THE SAHARA QUESTION. LARAKI 
STATED THAT MOROCCO WOULD SUPPORT ON SUBSTANCE "THAT 
RESOLUTION ADVANCING THE PRINCIPLE OF DIALOGUE." 

2. LARAKI WAS UNMOVED BY OUR ARGUMENTS THAT THIRD WORLD 
WAS SPLIT ON ISSUE, WITH SOME THIRD WORLD CO-SPONSORSHIP 
OF THE "FRIENDLY" RESOLUTION ON SUBSTANCE. AND THAT GIVING 
IT PRIORITY WAS CRUCIAL. WHILE ACKNOWLEDGING THAT PRIORITY 
WAS THE KEY. LARAKI STATED FLATLY THAT THE "FRIENDLY" 

RESOLUTION WOULD BE ACCORDED PRIORITY AND THAT UPON PASSAGE 
OF THE "FRIENDLY" RESOLUTION, THE "HOSTILE” RESOLUTION 
WOULD NOT COME TO A VOTE. 
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
